CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, on the 28th, Mr. Voorhees pro- 
posed to legitimatize Mr. Mills’ position on the 
finance committee by moving that he be made 
the substitute of Mr. Vance, absent on account 
of sickness. The expected speech of Mr. Frye 
on the Hawalian question was begun ..... In 
the house the senate joint resolution providing 
for the appointment of United States commis- 
Sioners to the Antwerp exposition was read 
and referred. Mr. Bland’s motion that the 
house go into committee of the whole on his 
seigniorage bill, and that general debate be 
closed at 3 o'clock on the Ist, led to further 
dilatory tactics on the part of the opponents of 
the bill, which occupied the remainder of the 
session. 


IN the senate, on the Ist, Mr. Frye concluded 
his speech ou the Hawaiian question. The 
public printing-office bill was taken up and 
made the text of a political and tariff contro- 
versy between Messrs. Dolph and Allen...... In 
the house the Bland seigniorage coinage bill 
was taken up and passed—yeas, 167; nays, 130. 
The bill appropriating $45,000 for raising the 
wreck of the Kearsarge was then called up by 
Mr. Cummings and passed. 

THE senate was not in session on the 2d...... 
In the house a resolution was agreed to author- 
izing a sub-committee on public buildings to 
visit Chicago to investigate the question of the 
erection of anew public building. Hon. Galu 
sha A. Grow, congressman-elect (at large) from 
Pennsylvania, wassworn in. A bill toregulate 
the disposal of abandoned military reservations 
was passed, as was the fortifications appropri- 
ation bill. The pension appropriation bill was 
then taken up, and during its discussion a per- 
sonal encounter between Mr. Meredith and Mr. 
Funk was narrowly averted. A night session 
for the consideration of private pension bills 
was held. 

THE senate was not in session on the 3d,....In 
the house several private pension bills were 
passed by unanimous consent, and the house at 
12:35 went into committee of the whole on the 
pension appropriation bill, Mr. Outhwaite in 
the chair. At 3:50 o'clock the committee rose, 
and, after passing a bill to pension Hannah L. 
Lile, daughter of a revolutionary soldier, the 
house adjourned. 


In the senate, on the Sth, the seigniorage 
hill was received from the house and laid on 
the table. A resolution was adopted calling 
on the secretary of the treasury for a state- 
ment as to repayment by states of interest 
paid by the government on state bonds for the 
Cherokee fund. Mr. Voorhees reported from 
the finance committee a compilation of the 
coinage laws of the government from 1792 to 
1894, which was ordered printed......In the 
house the session was opened with prayer by 
Evangelist Dwight L. Moody. The day was 
taken upin a discussion of the policy of the 
administration in pension matters. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE resignation of Premier Glad- 
stone, which had been foreshadowed 
for several days, became an actual fact 
on the 3d, the formal act being done at 
Windsor. Earl Rosebery was there- 
upon summoned by her majesty, Queen 
Victoria, and intrusted with the task 
of reconstructing the ministry. 

Mrs. JANE TOWNSEND and Miss Jen- 
nie ‘Townsend, alias Mrs. Armstrong, 
who were arrested in St. Louis a few 
weeks ago and taken to Jacksonville, 
Fla., to answer to charges of obtaining 
goods under false pretenses there, were 
acquitted on the 3d. It cost the state 
of Florida almost $1,000 to get the 
women back from St. Louis to Jack- 
sonville and then try them. 

Mrs. MARY Morris Husspanp, who 
became famous as ‘‘Mother Husband” 
during;the war of the rebellion asa vol- 
unteer nurse, died at her home in 
Washington city, on the night of the 
3d. Mrs. Husband was 73 years of age 
and a native of Paterson, N. J. 

Hovusk committee on public lands has 
ordered favorably reported the bill of 
Mr. Breckinridge authorizing the sale 
of certain lots in the city of Hot 
Springs, Ark., for the benefit of the 
common schools of that city. 

HANLAN declines to make one of a 
pair to row Sullivan and Hardin for 
$2,000 a side, the stakes being too 
sinall. Gaudaur and Duran will prob- 
ably accept Sullivan and Harding's 
challenge. 

Ir is announced that Prince Charles 
(Don Carlos), head of the house of Bour- 
bon, and pretender to the throne of 
Spain, is shortly to marry the Princess 
Marie of Rohan. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the ist Henry B. Rodges, manager 
and principal owner of the Fidelity 
Storage Co. of Chicago, committed sui- 
cide by blowing out his brains with a 
revolver. He had been a sufferer from 
acute ‘insomnia since December, and 
brooded constantly over business re- 
verses. 

On the 28th O. C. Gregory, assistant 
cashier of Gregory & Son’s private 
bank at Dexter, Mich., was found un 
conscious in the vault of the bank. He 
had been sandbagged and the vault 
robbed. It is said the thieves secured 
several thousand dollars. 

Joun Y. NcKANE, the convicted boss 
of Gravesend, Long Island, was taken 
to Sing Sing prison, on the Ist, to 
serve a sentence of six years for inter- 
fering with the sacred rights of citi- 
zens in connection with the franchise. 

Tueopore F. BAKER, ex-paying te!- 
ler of the Consolidated national bank 
of Philadelphia, who pleaded guilty 
recently in the United States district 
court to the embezzlement of $47,000 
from the bank, has been sentenced to 
seven years and six months’ imprison- 
ment. 

MicHAEL S. Fay, inspector of the 
Nineteenth election district of the Sec- 
ond assembly district of New York city, 
who was convicted in the court of oyer 
and terminer of making a false canvass 
of the votes cast at the last election, 
has been sentenced to five vears’ im- 
prisonment. 

On the 3d the barrel mill of the 
Moosic (Pa.) Powder Co. exploded with 
a foree that was felt several miles in 
every direction. One man was killed 
and two so badly injured that their re- 
covery is doubtful. 











MARGARET MAYER, accused of pol- 
soning her fourth husband, Herman 
Groenke, in Racine, Wis., on August 20 
last, with arsenic, has been arrested in 
Brooklyn for the crime. 

On the 3d, as the result of a newspa- 
per controversy between two members 
of the Mississippi legislature, Rev. W. 
P. Ratliffe, a populist member, shot 
and killed S. A. Jackson, a democratic 
member, in an impromptu duei at the 
courthouse in Kosciusko. During the 
firing two bystanders were shot and 
fatally wounded. 

ANOTHER attempt to destroy World’s 
fair buildings by fire was made on the 
4th and proved ineffectual, only be- 
cause of the timely appearace of a Co- 
lumbian guard, who turned in an 
alarm. The fire broke out at 4:30 p. 
m., in the station“ houses just south of 
the terminal station and within 50 feet 
of Machinery hall. 

On the 5th a large portion of the city 
of Deadwood, 8. D., was destroyed by 
fire. No wind was blowing at the time 
or the entire city would have been en- 
dangered. 

HARRY JOHNSON, convicted at Allen- 
town, Pa., of the murder of his 4-year- 
old daughter Bertie, by drowning in 
the Lehigh river last July, has been 
sentenced to hang. 


MISCELL aNEOUS. 

THE yacht Britannia, owned by the 
prince of Wales, won a race for 2,000 
francs off Marseilles, France, on the 
4th. The Orietta, owned by Marquis 
Ridelfi, was second. The race was wite 
nessed by thousands, and the victory 
of the Britannia caused much enthu- 
siasm. 

It is said that evidence of a con- 
spiracy to blow up the works along the 
river front at Charleston, W. Va., with 
dynamite has been discovered. 

THE Gatling gun at the state prison 
at Moundsville, 12 miles below Wheel- 
ing, was shipped to Charleston, W. Va., 
on the 5th, for use, if necessary, in 
quelling miners’ riots. 

THE steamship Venetian, of the Lei- 
land line, arrived at Boston, on the 
4th, from London, with four cases of 
small-pox on board, one of which proved 
fatal after the vessel passed Boston 
light. The vessel was quarantined. 

THE heavy increase in internal reve- 
nue receipts is accounted for at the 
treasury department by the fact that 
a great amount of whisky is being 
taken out of bond because of the agita- 
tion for an increased whisky tax. 
The internal revenue receipts on the 
5th were $1,000,981—the heaviest for a 
single day for many months. 

ALL anarchists recently arrested in 
Paris will be tried together at the next 
assizes, proof of their mutual com- 
plicity having been established. 

Tue three pool rooms of Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., have been closed under the 
new ordinance prohibiting gambling. 
It is expected that one of the rooms 
will reopen, when it will be ‘‘pulled,” 
and the legality of the ordinance 
tested. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 


A PARTY of thirty negroes left At- 
lanta, Ga., on the 5th for Africa. Three 
thouasnd negroes were at the depot to 
see the emigrants off and there was 
great commotion among those left be- 
hind. The emigration fevet is epi- 
demic among the blacks of Atlanta and 
many more are anxious to go. 

JAMES Brown, night engineer of the 
city electric works at Montgomery, Ala., 
was caught in the flywheel of the ma- 
chinery on the 5th and was almost in- 
stantly killed. One leg and one arm 
were torn out of their sockets, and his 
head was mashed to a jelly. 

Tur bill for the construction of a 
bridge across the Arkansas river at or 
Van Buren, Ark., was passed by the 
House on the 5th. 

THE most severe electrical storm in 
years passed over Gainesville, Texas, 
on the 5th, accompanied by heavy wind 
and rain. A large number of houses 
were unroofed and several overturned. 

THERE is much excitement among the 
people of Presidio County, Texas, over 
the discovery of a rich vein of gold. 
The find is located in the extreme lower 
part of the county in a mountainous 
district. 

At Lapel, Ind., on the 4th fourteen 
people were poisoned from the effects of 
eating tainted cheese. 

L. WARE, a prominent citizen, was 
convicted at Jonesboro, Ark., on the 4th 
of complicity in a whitecapping, in 
which a farmer was killed near that 
place some time ago. The jury delib- 
erated two days, and fixed Ware’s pun- 
ist ment at two years’ imprishment. 

HEREAFTER the distribution of seeds 
will bo made at the direction of con- 
gressmen, who have “ertain quantities 
to their credit, the annual distribution 
by the department of agriculture, in 
response to personal applicatigns having 
been discontinued for the present sea- 
son. 

INVESTIGATION of the reported desti- 
tution and suffering in Starr County, 
Texas, shows that the sensational stories 
are greatly exaggerated. 

THE last phase of the celebrated Texas 
cattle fever case, in Which 159 farmers 
of Kansas were seeking damages, was 
decided on the 2d, a judgment of $47,000 
being entered against Hezier Bros., of 
Kansas City. Hezier Bros. brought cat- 
tle from ‘Texas, which communicated 
Texas fever to Kansas stock, and the 
farmers sued to recover damages, 


FIGHTING IS A FELONY. 


The Governors of Many of the States of 
the Union Declare the Brutal Sport of 
Prize-Fighting to be Prohibited by Law 
in Their Several States, and in Most of 
Them It is a State Frison Offense. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 6.—The 
Springfield Union publishes replies 
from twenty-nine governors of states 
to the questions: 

1, What law or laws, prohibitive or restric- 
tive, argon the statute books of your state 
relative to prize-fighting or so-called glove 
contests? 

2. Would you permit the Corbett-Jackson 
fight to take place in your state? 

The replies of the governors and the 
statutes relative to prize-fighting are 
briefly summarized as follows: 
Alabama—Gov. Jones will not permit the 
Corbett-Jackson fight. Prize-fighting is a 
state's prison offense. 

Arkansas—Gor. Fishback says no. Prize 
fights are prohibited by law. 

California—Gov. Markham will enforce the 
laws; prize-fighting is a felony. 

Colorado—Gov. Waite says: “We do net 
cross bridges till we come to them. Prize- 
fighting is a felony in this state." 
Delaware—Goy. Reynolds says in his state 
pugilism can be punished only as assault and 
battery. 

Florida —Gov. Mitchell says: ‘It is difficult 
to answer this question. A judge of this state 
tled the hands of the executive (whether right- 
fully, it ig not necessary to state) and the Cor- 
bett-Mitchell fight took place. If I am con- 
vinced that it is the intention of the parties in 
terested ‘to have the Corbett Jackson fight 
come off in Florida the legislature will be 
called together at once, and I feel assured that 
body will make prize-fighting impossible in 
this state." 

Georgia—Gov. Northen says no, but does not 
cite the statute. 

Idaho—Gov. McConnell says: ‘No. 
fighting is a state prison offense.” 

Illinois—Attorney-General Maloney answers 
for Gov. Altgeld and says the governor can not 
consent to violation of the law. Prize-fighting 
is a state prison offense. 

Indiana—Gov. Matihews says: ‘We havea 
law against prize-fighting, but it is very unsat- 
isfactory, and difficult to lead to conviction. I 
am satisfied that the next legislature will meet 
the necessity and enact such laws as will fully 
cover the ground and render it dangerous and 
impossible to hold such contests within the 
state. I would not.” 

- lowa—Gov. Jackson says legislation against 
prize-fighting is now pending. He says no. 

Kentucky—Gov. Brown says: ‘‘No. The law 
prevents as well as prohibits.” : 

Massachussetts—Gov. Greenhalge = says: 
“No. Prize-fighting is a state prison offense.” 

Michigan—Goy. Rich will make every effort 
to enforce the law, which is very strict.” 

Minnesota—Gov. Nelson declines to answer 
until a decision is necessary. The law is very 
strict. 

Mississippi—Gov Stone refused to reply. 
Law is preventive as well as prohibitive 

Missouri—Gov. Stone gives the law. which 
makes prize-fighting a state-prison offense, nnd 
lets the taw*peak for him. 

Montana—Gov. Rickards is opposed to prize- 
fighting, which is a felony. 

Nebraska—Gov. Crounse would enforce ths 
law. The penalty for prize-fighting is a peni- 
tentiary sentence. 

Nevada—Gov. Colcord says no. 
ing is prohibited. 

North Carolina—Gov. Carr would not allow 
the Corbett-Jackson fight to take place in his 
state. Prize-fighting is a violation of the stat- 
utes, 

North Dakota—Gov. Shortridge says: 
law probibits fighting.” 

Ohio—Gov. McKinley does not commit him- 
self. The law prohibits by imprisonment and 
fine. 

Rhode Island—Goyv. Brown would do all in 
his power to prevent the Corbett-Jackson 
match. The penalty for prize-fighting is very 
severe. 

South Carolina—Gov. Tillman says no. Prize- 
tighting a penitentiary offense. 

South Dakota—Gov. Sheldon would use all 
the power of his office to prevent a fight. 

Texas—The constitution requires Gov. Hogg 
to see that the laws are faithfully executed. 
Prize-tights and bull-fights are felonies. 

Washington—Gov. McGraw would not per- 
mit the Corbett-Jackson fight. The law pro- 
hibits prize-fights. 

West Virginia—Gov. McCorkle says: ‘No 
prize-fights will be allowed in this state. Prize- 
fighting is a felony. 
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THE FOERSTEL DEFALCATION. 


A Decision in the Probate Court of St. 
Louis in Favor of the Ex-City Treasurer 
Michael Foestel—The Suicide Son and 
Assistant Treasurer Made the Scapegoat 
of the Whole Affair—The Case Is Some- 
what Complicated. 

St. Lovis, March 6.—Judge Woerner 
rendered a decision yesterday in the 
case of Gus V. R. Mechin, assignee of 
Michael Foerstel, against the estate of 
Edward Foerstel. The claimant ap- 
plied to recover $64,102.72, which was 
secured by the city on Michael Foer- 
stel’s bond as treasurer. His bonds- 


men paid the amount, and Foer- 
stel made an assignment. Then the 


claim against the estate of Edward 
Foerstel was filed in the probate 
court by Foerstel’s assignee on the 
ground that Edward Foerstel was the 
chief assistant of Michael Foerstel, 
when the latter was city treasurer, 
and was the only person who had ac- 
cess to the books, vaults, etc., equal to 
the treasurer himself. When the de- 
faleation was discovered it was shown 
that Edward Foerstel had been in the 
ottice during a period of thirty-six 
hours after his father left and just 
preceeding the time the deficit was dis- 
covered. The treasurer himself had 
not been in the office during that 
period. The point was made in the 
claim and proven that previous to his 
appointment as assistant treasurer 
Edward Foerstel had no property worth 
considering, and that during his in- 
cumbency was only paida salary of $2,- 
400 a year, yet at the time of his death 
it was found that he had made invest- 
ments to the amount of $80,000, 
mostly in the names of other persons. 
The proof was so overwhelming that 
the deficit in the treasury was caused 
by Edward Foerstel that the claim 
was allowed. This puts about $64,000 
more into the assets of the assigned es- 
tate of Michael Foerstel, but just what 
the claim will be worth is hard to tell. 
The bondsmen who have to pay the 
judgment may recover something, but 
it is hard to tell what the Edward 
Foerstel estate is worth at the presen{ 


THE HOME MARKET. 


Ex-Speaker Reed's Figures on the Tader 
Situation. 
The democrats say that the Wilson 
bill will enable American manufactur- 
ers to compete successfully with other 
manufacturing nations in foreign 
markets. But that bill which is to 
stimulate the exportation of American 
goods will by the admission of the 
democrats themselves stimulate the 
importation of foreign goods. If it is 
to produce the revenue which they sav 
it will the importations of competi- 
tive goods will be so increased that 
millions of dollars’ worth of American- 
made products will no longer find a 
market here. If one is to be found for 
them it will have to be abroad. The 
American manufacturers whipped in 
their own country will have to defeat 
their victors in some neutral country. 
In order to reconcile the people to 
this transfer of the home market from 
Americans to foreigners, the demucrats 
seek to minimize its value. They talk 
of its limited power to consume, as 
compared with that of the great out- 
side world. Ils the American market 
such a petty one, then? Read what 
ex-Speaker Reed had to say on the sub- 
ject: 
“That in this country all the workers have 
been getting better wages than elsewhere is 
the very reason why our market is the best in 
the world and why all nations of the world are 
trying to break intoit. We do not appreciate 
the nature of our market ourselves. 
“We are nominally 70,000,000 people. That is 
what we are in mere numbers. But asa market 
for manufactures and choice foods we are poten- 
tially 200,000,000 as com pared with the next best 
nation on the globe Nor is this difficult to 
prove. Whenever an Englishman earns #1 an 
American earns #1.69. I speak within bounds. 
Both can get the food that keeps body and soul 
together and the shelter which the body must 
have for 60 cents. Take 6) centa from #1 and 
you have 40 centa left. Take that same 60 cents 
from 11 69 and you have &1 left, just two and a 
half times 4s much. 
“That surplus can be spent in choice foods, in 
house furnishings, in fine clothes and all the 
comforts of life—in a word, in the products of 
our marufactories. That makes our popula- 
tion as consumers of products, as compared 
with the English population, 200,000,000. Their 
population is 87,000,000 as consumers of prod- 
ucts which one century ago were pure luxuries, 
while our population is equivalent to 200,000,000. 
“If this is our comparison with England, 
what {s the comparison with the restof the 
world, whose markets our committee are 80 
eager to have in exchange for our own? Mul- 
hall gives certain statistics which will serve to 
make the comparison clear. On page 365 of his 
‘Dictionary of Statistics’ he says the total year- 
ly product of the manvfactories of the world 
are 4,474,000,000 pounds, of which the United 
States produces 1,443,00',000 pounds. 

“We “produce one-third and the rest of the 
world, Engiand included, two-thirds. The pop- 
ulation of the world 3 1,500,000,000, of which we 
have 70,000,000, which leaves 1,430,000,000 for the 
rest of mankind. We use all our manufactures 
or the equivalent of them. Hence we are equal 
to one-half the whoie globe outside of ourselves, 
England included, and compared as a market 
with the rest of the world our population is 
equal to 715,000,009, 

“[T repeat, as compared with England itse!f as 
a market our people are equivalent to 200,00),- 
000. As compared with the rest of the world, 
England included, we are equal as & market to 
715,000,000. These figures more than justify the 
adjectives of the Enylisiman, and the cold facts 
of mathematics surpass the spasms of rhetoric." 

No democrat has ventured to dispute 
the accuracy of Mr. Reed’s figures or 
to challenge the conclusions he draws 
froin them. All they do is to say stol- 
idly that the American market does 
not amount to much and that it will be 
a stroke of good business to neglect it 
to reach out atter Asia, Africa and the 
islands of the sea. 

But the business man, with Mr. 
Reed's figures before him, will see that 
common sense dictates first and fore- 
most the preservation of this~great 
American market for Americans. While’ 
it is theirs they cannot suffer, whatev- 
er happens. If, retaining it, they can 
alsu reach out and invade foreign mar- 
kets, so much the better. But the es- 
sential point is to keep what we have 
and not tothrow away the meat we have, 
no matter how attractive the shadow 
may be. Americans, if wise, will not 
sacrifice the custom of their own well- 
paid citizens to compete with the Eu- 
ropeans for the poor trade of orientals 
and Africans. —Chicago Tribune. 





The Party of Deficits. 

The democratic party is clearly en- 
titled to the designation of “the deficit 
party.” In 1858 it made a deficit of 
$25,675,071, in 1859 it ran behind $13,- 
578,847, in 1860 it was short #4,002, 154 of 
the amount required to meet all the run- 
ning expenses of the government. Dur- 
ing the war the deficits reached two 
and a half billions, but the democracy 
was clearly responsible for these short- 
ages, as they compelled the general 
government to expend extraordinary 
sums to put down the slaveholders’ re- 
volt. After 1865 and down to July, 
1893, there was a steady surplus, bnt 
since Cleveland’s assumption to power 
there has been a steady decline of rev- 
enues and an increase of expenditures, 
which has brought about a condition 
of affairs similar to that existing when 
Buchanan was president. If the trouble 
stopped at a government deficit it 
would not be so bad, but the democ- 
tacy has brought a general deficit. 
That is to say, there is a deficiency of 
enterprise, a deficiency of work for the 
workingman, a deficiency of money 
and the only surplus we hear of isa 
surplus of hard times, poverty and 
misery.—San Francisco Chronicle.

CLEVELAND AND HIS PARTY. 


Origin of the Trouble in the Democratie 
Ranks. 
The trouble between Cleveland and 
his party began“ as soon as he was in- 
augurated. It was evident within the 
first twenty-four hours after that event 
that he proposed to do exactly as he 
pleased, without regard to the wishes 
of those by whom he had been elected. 
He took occasion at the very outset to 
let it be known that he did not expect 
to consult the party leaders or to culti- 
yate amicable relations with them. 
His attitude was that of a man serenely 
confident of his own power to have his 
own way, and thoroughly determined 
to meet all opposition with uncondi- 
tional defiance. This has been his pol- 
icy, and the consequences are easy to 
see. Hehas estranged all the promi- 
nent democrats in the country by his 
studied contempt for their advice and 
his resolute refusal to grant them rea- 
sonable favors, The administration is 
without the support in congress that is 
necessary to carry out its plans and 
purposes. It would have been defeated 
in all of its undertakings but for the 
help magnanimously given to it by the 
republicans. Nothing that it desires 
can be obtained except bya fight. Its 
worst enemies are on the side that is 
responsible for its existence, and that: 
should be anxious to promote its suc- 
cess. The meanest things that are said 
about it come from those who worked 
hardest to win the demooratic victory 
of 1892, and who have least sympathy 
with anti-democratic doctrines and in- 
terests. 
This situation is a peculiarly unfor- 
tunate one forCleveland. He has more 
at stake in the case than anyborly else. 
The menu who are antegonizing him 
have little or nothing to lose in com- 
parison with what he may forfeit; and 
the wonder is that he persists in a 
course that is so manifestly inimical to 
his personal welfare. It is all very 
well to say that he displays remarkable 
courage; but he displays it in a way 
that falls far short of practice] wisdom. 
The responsibility for the unpleasant 
feeling between other conspicuous 
democrats and himself is largely his 
own. Hecould have preserved peace 
and harmony if he had cared to show 
a friendly spirit and to stoop a lit- 
tle now and then to con- 
quer. That is what his party expect- 
ed him to do—that is what a party 
alvays expects its president to do; and 
it is quite safe to say that his party 
does not indorse the methods that he 
has adopted and the means that he has 
used for the accomplishment of his ob- 
jects. His popularity with the demo- 
cratiz masses has steadily declined 
during his present term.

HOME HINTS AND HELPS. 





—Common Pancakes: If pancakes 


: are made with graham instead of white 


flour, they are excellent and more 
easily digested than any other kind of 
pancake.—Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Sweet Potato Soup: To a pint of 
cold mashed sweet potato adda pint 
and a half of strained stewed tomato, 
rub together through a colander, add 
salt to season, and half a cup of cream. 
Reheat and serve.—Good Health. 

—Lemon Pie: Stir one tablespoonful 
of corn starch (dissolved in alittle cold 
water) into a teacupful of boiling wa- 
ter; cream one teacupful of sugar with 
one tablespoonful of butter, and add to 
the hot mixture. When quite cool, add 
the juice and grated rind of one lemon, 
and a beatenegg. Bake in one crust. 
—Farm, Field and Fireside. 

—Graham Pudding: Two cupfuls of 
graham flour, one cupful of sorghum, 
one cupful of sweet milk, one cupful of 
chopped raisins, one teaspoonful of 
soda. Put into the cake pan, cover 
tightly, set in a steamer over a kettle 
of boiling water aud steam two and 
one-half hours. Sauce. ‘Two-thirds 
cupful of sugar, butter the size of an 
egg, one pint of hot water. Stira 
heaping tablespoonful of flour into one- 
fourth cupful of sweet milk or cream, 
flavor with nutmeg, and let it boil 
slowly half an hour.—Housekeeper. 

—Caramel Cake: One-fourth pound 
butter,. one-third pound flour, one- 
half teacupful sweet milk, one-half 


teaspoonful soda, one teaspoonful 
: cream of tartar, two eggs. Cream the 


| butter and sugar, add milk, eggs well 


which is sifted 
Bake in three layers. 
Caramel Filling: One-half pound 
brown sugar, one teacupful sweet 
cream, a bit of butter from the above 
quarter pound. Loil forty minutes or 
until it is sufficiently thickened to 
spreak on the cake. Let cool before 
putting it on.—Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Creamed Fish: Moisten any flaked 
fish with warm cream to which salt 
and pepper have been added. (If milk 
is used, add butter.) Put ina buttered 
pudding mold, cover the top with but- 
tered bread crumbs, and place in the 
oven until thoroughly heated through, 
but not brown. Remove from the oven, 
break cnough eggs to cover the top, re- 
turn to the oven and bake slowly for 
five minutes. Remove from the oven, 
adda bit of butter to each egg, dust 
salt and pepper over and serve in the 
dish in which it was cooiced.—Country 
Gentleman.

Care of the Sick Koom. 

A sick-room that needs cleaning can 
be made fresh and sweet without 
sweeping and without dust by wiping 
everything in it with a cloth wrung 
out of warm water in which there are 
a few drops of ammonia. The rugs 
and draperies, though there should not 
be any in the room, the doctors tell us, 
may be put upon the line for a thor- 
ough airing and wiped in the same 
way.

How to Make Sheets Last Long. 

The bed furnishings are the object of 
careful consideration in homes where 
economy must be rigidly practised and 
are strictly watched to defer the ne- 
cessity for their removal as long as 
possible. Material that is wide enough 
to obviate the necessity of seaming is 
usually selected for sheets; and when 
they begin to wear thin down the mid- 
dle, the careful woman does not 
wait for holes to make their appear- 
ance, but splits the sheets at the cen- 
ter, neatly overhands the selvedges to- 
gether and hems the raw edges. The 
outer portions of a sheet are very little 
worn, and when they are thus ‘placed 
in the middle the serviceableness of 
the sheet is greatly increased.

New Jersry has the longest schoo 
term in the union, 192 days; then Rhode 
Island 188, and New York 187. 

Tue school term in the South At- 
lantic states is only 91 days. Florida 
has 120, Virginia 118, North Carolina 
only 59. 

Tur total expenditure for education 
in the United States is $138,786,898 a 
year, most of it raised by taxation. 

IN the south central states the sehool 
term is 91 days, Kentucky leading (109 
days), Texas second (105 days) and 
Alabama last (70 days). 

THERE are enrolled in the public 
schools of this country 13,371,893 chil- 
dren, an increase of 28.81 per cent. 
since 1880. against an increase of 24.86 
in population. 

PENNSYLVANIA, Iowa, Ohio and IIli- 
nois all lead New York—the most pop- 
ulous state—in the number of school- 
houses,and Jowa relatively makes much 
the best showing. Texas, of course, 
leads the south by many a length. 

THERE are 219,992 schoolhouses in the 
United States.and one can well say they 
dot every hilltop. Of these 82,142 are 
in the South Atlanti¢ and 88,902 in the 
south central states.
